Truck, Rail Lines Hit. 


The Fifth Air Force has been 
hitting truck and rail lines stead- 
ily with an average of 150 combat 
strikes a day, despite adverse 
weather, to keep Communists 
from building up their front line 
forces during cease-fire talks.

in that time, the Air Force said. 

Tuesday's early strikes centered 
around Pyongyang, Red Korean 
capital.

wanted-to play. I agree with 
you heartily that it is between 
the ages of 10 ani 15 that the 
solid beginnings of a pro ball 
player are developed. 


“In junior high school no 
baseball was played. In’ high 
school it was a minor sport, in 
reality. The coaching was lim- 
ited. The baseball coach ‘is not 
always well qualified. For us, 
hitting instruction consisted 
only of batting practice, and we 
were given pictures of Medwick, 
Gehrig and others to study.

éé ARCH weather here is 
M raw and wet. Little 
' time for practice and 
most early games are rained 
out. Early April is almost as 
inclement. Thus the players 
are not in condition to throw 
hard when they do get to play. 
Cold weather, over-eagerness to 
show a fast ball or curve with- 
out sufficient supervised con- 
ditioning do irreparable dam- 
age to young arms. Many arms 
“are damaged permanently as a 
boy throws a curve too soon or 
throws too hard too soon, to 
prove to the coach that he ought 
to be the pitcher in the open- 
ing game, tomorrow.

“1. A good summer league 
for boys 10 to 15, with first 
class coaches, and a _ three- 
game-a-week schedule. 

“2. A similar league for high 
school boys. Once-a-week Muny 
ball is not enough. 

“3. Instead of tryout camps, 
the major leagues sponsor their 
own baseball schools, cutting 
to a minimum the cost to the 
boys. ! 

“4. Major league seminars 
regularly, at the ball parks dur- 
ing* mornings with picked in- 
structors. ' 

“5. Best prospects to be ear- 
marked and directed for train- 
ing to places, colleges, where 
they won’t be lured from base- 
ball to football by the bids of 
football coaches.”.

“fixing” scores for gamblers. who 
paid them at least $5600, and four 
players admitted the charges. 
. The players involved were stars 
on the Bradley squad, generally 
rated as one of the nation’s top 
basketball teams. 
The four players who admitted 
the aceusations were All-America 
Guard Gene Melchiorre, 23, High- 
land Park, Ill.; Bill Mann, 24, Peo- 
ria; Aaron Preece, 24, Peoria, and 
Charles Grover, 22, Peoria. 
The other four involved in the 
case were not named and it was 
understodd* that authorities were 
searching for them. It was be- 
lieved that they were already 
graduated and may not have 
played last season. 
No formal charges were insti- 
tuted against the four players who 
admitted their guilt after all night 
questioning by officials of Peoria, 
New York and Chicago. They 
were seized today and then re- 
leased on their own recognizance.

The scandal was the first in- 
volving a midwestern team. 
It was ironic because Bradley, 
after the scandal earlier this year 
at New York, started a “back to 
the. campus” movement for the 
sport and sponsored a post-season 
tournament on its own campus 
last spring to promote campus 
play.

By Congress, Frick Asserts 


COOPERSTOWN, N.Y., July 24 (AP)—Organized baseball is 
prepared for a Congressional investigation starting next Monday in 
Washington, confident, in the words of Ford Frick, “that a, better 
game will come out of it.” 

Frick, president of the National 
League, was keynote speaker at 
ceremonies at the Hall of Fame 
yesterday when Mel Ott of New 


York Giants fame and Jimmy 
Foxx, Boston Red Sox and Phila- 
delphia Athletics first baseman, 
were formally enshrined. 

“I am confident that out of the 
hearing will come confirmation 
that baseball is important to the 
American way of life,” said Frick. 
“We are co-operating in all ways 
possible.” 

Representative Emmanuel Cel- 
lar, Brooklyn Democrat who is 
chairman of the House subcom- 
mittee on monopoly, has said his 
committee wants to strengthen 
rather ‘than hurt baseball. He 
called the hearings, he said, as 
the result of numerous lawsuits 
against baseball challenging the 
reserve clause which binds play- 
ers to their contracts. , 
Ott, now managing Oakland on 
the Pacific Coast, could not be 
here for the ceremonies but Foxx 
was on hand, and told the shirt- 
sleeved crowd modestly that he 
was “very proud to become a mem- 
ber of the Hall of Fame.” 

Frick, who was loudly cheered, 
declared:

Abuses Are 
‘Noted by 
Officials 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., 
July 24 (AP)—Ten key men in the 
collegiate ‘world yesterday 
urged a slow-down in college 


They said “undesirable trends” 
have developed “a regimented 
program of such intensity in the 
training of athletic techniques as 
to overshadow the student-status 
of the player.” 

The call for a slow-down came 
in a policy statement adopted at 
the annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Collegiate 
Commissioners, representing the 
nation’s 10 major collegiate ath- 
letic conferences. 

They. said college sports leaders 
ought te slam on the brakes be- 
cause the “undesirable trends” 
are impairing “the ideal of col- 
lege athletics as a healthy activ- 
ity outlet for the students.” 

The public, alumni and others 
were asked by the N.A.C.C. to 
understand “that the continued 
existence of college athletics de- 
pends upon the maintenance of a 
sane and sound balance in the 
life of the student athlete under 
which he must be a student pri- 
marily and an athlete inciden- 


Conferences Represented. 

Conferences represented in the 
N.A.C.C. are the Eastern, West- 
ern (Big Ten), Big Seven. Mis- 
souri Valley, Southern, South- 
eastern, Southwest, Mountain 
States (Skyline Eight), Border and 
Pacific Coast. 

To put the slow-down into ef- 
fect, the commissioners  sug- 
gested: 

“1. Definite restrictions upon, 
or elimination of out-of-season 
practice in all sports, particularly 


spring practice in football and /|+,; 


basketball. 

“2. Curtailment of sports sched- 
ules to a more limited number 
of games, and to the avoidance of 
overlapping of seasons in the vari- 
ous major sports. 

“3. The preservation of insti- 
tutional control of athletics free 
from the interference of outside 
pressures, including those of 
alumni or other groups.” 

The commissioners. said they 
would urge their conferences to 
carry out that policy. 

Among the “undesirable trends” 
and “abuses” noted by the com- 
missioners are: 

1. Prolonged periods of out-of- 
season practice. 

2. Increasing number of games. 

3. Development of “such spe- 
cialization of the student athlete 
in the techniques of the various 
sports, as to interfere with the 
basic concept of athletic activity 
as only an incidental part of col- 
lege life and experience.” 

4. Disproportionate pressures 
which are building up in college 
athletics generally and on_ the 
student athlete in particular. 

Recommendations. 

They recommended “that these 
and similar developments and 
abuses be promptly arrested.” 
Colleges were urged to “take steps 
again to bring athletic activity 
into proper perspective and bal- 
ance in relationship with the aca- 
ay and other phases of college

First, Roosevelt’ offered Stalin 
concessions in Manchuria because 
his chief military advisers wished 
to buy Russian aid in the con- 
quest of the Japanese island 
which was then officially est 
mated likely to cost two years 
and 500,000 American lives. 

Second, this offer was made 
with the practical thought clearly 
in mind that the Soviet armies in 
Siberia could and would seize 
these Manchurian positions in any 


case. 
. Another Part of Bargain. 


Third—and this is what-is most 
important — a promise to enter 
the Japanese war was not Stalin's 
only part in the bargain. Stalin 
also recognized the government

promised to “support” the Chiang 
government by every means in 
his power. Furthermore, he em- 
bodied this recognition of 
Chiang’s predominance and his 
promise of support in -his treaty 
of Chungking, negotiated after 
Yalta by Dr. T. V. Soong, and 
approved by Generalissimo 
Chiang himself. 

There is no doubt. that on its 
face this was a good deal, as Maj. 
Gen. Patrick Hurley, among 
others, frankly stated at the time. 
The power of the Chinese Na- 
tionalists was already declining. 
The power of the Chinese Com- 
munists was already growing. And 
if Stalin, the master of the Chi- 
nese Communists, would help to 
establish the Generalissimo as the 
ruler of China, it was the cheap- 
est way out of a messy business. 

What is interesting and new is 
the further fact that Stalin ac- 
tually did try, for a while, to keep 
the promises he gave Roosevelt | 
at Yalta and T. V. Soong in Mos-

coalition terms were calculated, 
or so Gen. Hurley then believed, 
to insure that the Communist 
members of the proposed coali- 
tion would be controlled by Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang and the Na- 
tionalists. 

It would seem that the Hurley 
view was justified. At any rate, 
Mao Tst-tung shared it fully. He 
flatly refused to obey Stalin’s 
command, declaring that his Com- 
munists would win all China in 
the end, and refusing to sacri- 
fice this future victory to a sub- 
ordinate place in any coalition. -

‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It js, my opinion that the Communists 
are doing in Korea exactly the 
same-sort of thing they managed to 
get Gen. Marshall to help them do in 
China: five years ago. | 

The Government forces had over- 
whelming superigrity, they had divided 
the Communists into three main groups 
and were in the process of chopping 
them up. ) 

Thé- Government forces were with- 
in five miles of cutting the only 
major road by which the main Com- 
munist' forces in northwest China could 
get into Manchuria, where the Rius- 
sians were violating their agreement to | 
withdraw at the end of three months, 
in order to keep the Government troops 
out of Manchuria until the Communists 
could arrive to take over the vast 
stores of Japanese war materiel ac- 
cumulated there. 

So the Communists called for a 
- @ease-fire, and protested their desire 
to avoid civii war. The Government 
forces had had two coalitions with the 
Communists previously and knew that 
they .entered into such arrangements 
only when they were the underdog and 
wanted to buy time and respite pntil 
they .could {improve their position. 
Therefore the Government wanted to 
pursue the overpowering of the Com- 
munist armed forces, unless and un- 
til the Communists were willing to 
become a political party with equal 
status with other ‘political parties, but 
without an independent army. 

It is easy to see why Gen. Marshall 
was misled into believing that it was 
the Government that wanted the civil 
war and the Communists who wanted 
peacé. In any case he insisted four 
timés during the year 1946 on the 
Govertiment’s agreeing to a cease-fire. 
It did not bring peace, of course; it 
led straight to the civil- war in China, 
the Communist victories there, and 
that was what made possible the attack 
on Korea. 

So if the Communists: are able to 
get a cease-fire in Korea, restoring 
substantially the same terms as of a 
year -ago, I shall be surprised if it 
does not lead to a greater. and more 
costly. war there or elsewhere in the 
future; just as the cease-fire in China 
in 196 brought not peace, but war in 
Korea.in 1950, with 13,000 American 
deaths. as the first installment. 

To put it another way; thé Commu- 
nists,“in line with the historic Lenin- 
Stalin-doctrine of the strategic retreat, 
find that they cannot win by fighting, 
because that stirs us up. So they seek 
to win‘ by trying to get a cease-fire in 
ordefto quiet us down. Our objective 
is e and the saving of lives; their 

tive is victory. It is my convic- 
tion that we will not get peace until 
we tvaye achieved victory. 

That-is an unpopular position, but I 
am persuaded it is the ohe that will 
save most lives in the long run. I agree 
with Wendell Willkie’s statement, 
“Every drop of blood saved through 
expediency will be paid for by twenty 
drawn by the sword.”

‘Though not all of our readers have met the 
indefatigable Frank P. O’Hare in person, a 
large proportion of them will remember him 
as the contributor to this page of recollections 
of his boyhood in Kerry Patch and other nos- 
talgic themes. In his capacity as reporter as 
well as editor and circulation manager of his 
unique little publication, Dunkerdoings, Mr.

President Truman’s economic reports fall into 
a pattern. They hail the advances that have 
been made gnd exhort the country to continue 
es we in the coming year.

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More Kem Rider Trouble 


Senator Wherry has béen having a tantrum 
over the decision of the. National Security 
Council to exempt India from the Kem rider. 

Under the Kem rider, India would be cut off 
from American aid—chiefly the recent wheat 
loan—unless she abandoned her trade with 
Communist cotntries, which. is a _ relatively 
minor part of her total trade. The National Se- 
curity Council has decided not to exert this 
pressure for fear of driving India into the Com- 
munist camp. Senator Wherry says this is.a de- 
fiance of the will of Congress. 

Is it? The problem is to find out what the 
will of Congress really was. For while Congress . 
voted for the general principle of applying 
pressure on countries which refuse to accept 
American dictation of their trade relations, 
Congress also gave the Security Council power 
to make exemptions where it considered such 
pressure to be against the national interest. 

Compromise is the essence of democracy, but 
here is a case where compromise does not work 
out so well. The Kem rider satisfied the urge 
of many congressmen to apply trade sanctions 
against Communist .countries. Yet to prevent 
those sanctions from boomeranging against our 
own interests it was necessary to give the Se 
curity Council some discretion in applying them. 
Now that the Council has exercised its discre- 
tion, it should be clear that the cduntry would 
have been better off with no Kem rider at all. 
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It’s Still the Infantry. 
It is a long time in years, and a still longer 
time in events, since the Continental Congress 
ordered the raising of 10 companies of soldiers 
to form the American Army. The infantryman 
has come a long way from the barefoot foot sol- 
dier who could fire only one shot every 20 sec- 
onds, at most, from his “Brown Bess” musket.

A Slum for the Clarks 


Such fury has its roots in maladies 
which exist in other Midwestern cities 
and towns as well as in other parts of the 
country. ; 

The mobbists are not the most impor- 
tant actors in the grim tragedy. They are 
the dupes of powerful forces, some of 
them highly respectable and others ex- 
ceedingly sinister. 

Harvey Clark and his wife Johnetta, 
also a college graduate, and their two 
children, 6 and 8, moved to Chicago from 
Nashville, Tenn., in 1949. The best accom- 
modations he could secure was a tiny bed- 
room, for which he paid approximately 
$56 a month. It was located in a vermin- 
—* firetrap 24 miles from Mr. Clark’s 
wor : 

When a Cicero apartment house was 
bought by a group of Negroes and a five- 
room apartment in a clean, modern build- 
ing was made available to them at $60 a

mob which later burned the Clark 
furniture and made a shambles of the 
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Cicero. 

The stratagem worked. Voters who were 
pledged to vote for the plan voted against 
it or remained away‘from the polls. It so 
completely silenced the decent element in 
Cicero and so firmly re-entrenched rule 
of the city by the criminal element that 
few Ciceronians dared speak out against 
the rioting when it occurred. 

This silence afflicted all but a few of 
the church leaders in Cicero. Of the 70,000 
inhabitants of Cicero, half are registered 
on the rolls of the church, Only three of 
the 20 churchmen of Cicero dared com- 
ment on the riot the Sunday following 
the outbreak. One of them told of appeal- 
ing to the police to stop the disorder and 
being told, “We don’t want the blankety- 
blanks in here anyway and this is oar way 
of getting them out.” 


The Forgotten Ghetto 


At the root of the trouble is the con- 
finement of Negroes to the perilously 
overcrowded ghetto of Chicago on- the 
South Side. Unscrupulous landlords, both 


white and Negro, have exploited this sit - 


uation mercilessly. Efforts of Negroes to 
find decent homes outside the restricted 
area have been thwarted by real estate 
associations, mortgage companies and 
banks, which have refused to sell, rent or 
grant loans to Negroes outside the ghetto. 
Some 30,000 Negroes travel long dis- 
tances from, Chicago to Cicero daily to 
work in its several industrial plants. As 
far as can be learned the owners and 
managers of these plants have made no 
effort to deal with the desperate 
needs of their Negro employes. It is re- 
ported that the efforts of the Illinois 
State Chamber of Commerce to get some 


of the Cicero employers to join in denun- - 


ciation of the riot and demand for a clean- 

up have been totally unsuccessful. 
Assassinations have been so frequent 

that decent Ciceronians are terrified of 


reprisals against themselves and families.

What makes this harder to un- 
derstand is that the Senator from 
Illinois tried in his own some- 
what Quakerish fashion to make 
peace with the President. 

A few days before action finally 

came on the two judgeships, as 
reports were spreading of differ- 
ences between the two men, 
Douglas called on Mr. Truman to 
say. that he regretted these reports 
and that he felt himself an ad- 
mirer and supporter of the Presi- 
dent at least 80 per cent of the 
time. Eighty per cent was ap- 
parently not enough. 
‘ What is seldom realized \is that 
Mr. Truman carried Illinois in 
1948 thanks to the presence on 
the ticket of two strong candi- 
dates who appealed to the voters 
against the background of the 
crudities and corruption of the 
machine of former Gov. Dwight 
Green. One of these candidates 
was Douglas, who has. made a 
national reputation for himself 
in the Senate in three years. 

The other was Adlai Stevenson, 
who was elected Governor by a 
‘majority of over a half million 
while Mr. Truman got less than 
a 35,000 majority. In the face of 
very great handicaps, Stevenson 
has done an extraordinary job of 
restoring order, decency and 
greater economy in the state, He 
has proved himself an able ad- 
ministrator, which has been some- 
thing of a surprise to those who 
knew him as an expert in United 
Nations affairs. 


Stevenson for President. 


Stevenson’s performance has 
been overshadowed, first, because 
it was at the state level and, sec- 
ond because of the more spec- 
tacular record of Douglas. But if 
the Democrats are really looking 
for an able presidential candi- 
date, in the event that Mr. Tru- 
man does not run for re-edection, 
they have a man in the state 
house at Springfield who quali- 
fies in every way. Douglas says, 
with every indication of meaning 
it, that he does not want to be 
a candidate. 

Moreover, there is a large ques- 

tion as to whether experience in 
the Senate is a good conditioner’ 
for a President. Mr. Truman 
served in the Senate and, when 
‘he went to the White House, it 
was widely assumed that on the 
score of relations with Congress 
he would be at his best.

éé HEN mummy and I are 
W shopping, if she likes a 
dress and I like it we 
get it.

5. Any sore that does not heal, particularly about the 
tongue, mouth, or lips. 

6. Progressive change in the color or size of a wart, mole, 
or birthmark, especially if the color change is toward the 
blue or black. 

7. Bloody discharge from the nipple or unusual bleeding 
from any of the natural body openings.

ALTHOUGH THESE'SYMPTOMS can occur without can- 
cer, it is worthwhile to check on them if they are present. 

_ At the presen’ time, there are only two proven treat- 
ments for cancer. One of them kills the lawless cells in the 
body by using some form of radiation. Not all forms of 
cancer cell are affected by radiation. X-ray and radium have 
been used for years to supply these killing rays. Recently, 
chemicals which have the special property of settling in 
certain parts of the body have been made radioactive in atomic 
piles and used in place of X-ray or radium.

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Excessive Speed, Fatigue, Ignorance of Traffic Laws Main Causes of Accidents bn

| WASHINGTON, July 24. 
ITH tens of millions of Amer- 
icans on the highways and 
byways of the land this sum- 

mer, the experts emphasize that 
there are three main factors in 
accidents which overtake motor 
travelers. 

The first, and most important, 
is speed. 

The second, and following very 
closely behind speed among the 
long distance motorists, is fatigue. 

And the third, which is equally 
inexcusable if somewhat less 
lethal in these days of uniform 
laws and regulations, is ignorance 
of the traffic ordinances which 
govern driving in strange terri- 
tory. 

Generally speaking, the tour is 
the fastest drive of the year for 
everyone for the simple reason 
that it is the longest. That the 
basic purpose of the drive is 
pleasure cannot stand up against 
the fact that distance is involved 
and somehow or other distance 
always seems to involve ‘an im- 
pulse to drive not merely fast, 
but too fast. 

Speed begets speed. For proof 
of that the motorist need look 
no farther than his last touring 
experience. He will find that his 
open road pace which may: have 
been entirely reasonable on the 
first day was a bit higher the 
second, stfll greater the third and 
on upward until it approached 
the approximate top of the car’s 
capacity.

man that 55 and 60 is plausible 
the’ next.

The tendency of the vast majority 
is to keep the vehicle’s speed 
nearer to the open road limit than 
to the lower one prescribed for 
the more built-up and congested 
zones. 


The motorist just off the open 
road has a difficult time getting 
into step with city traffic and un- 
less he makes a conscious effort 
he is quite likely not to get mto 
step with it. The norm of driv- 
ing in such a case is to attempt 
to pass all other vehicles, those 
whose drivers are in tune with 
the requirements of the speed of 
city driving. 


This passing, of course, is in- 
variably dangerous as well as con- 
spicuous, the latter evidenced by 
the number of motorists who are 
arrested for speeding under the 
conditions mentioned. 
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What is the motorist.to do by 
way of preventing a speed hang- 
over? 


The question’ is one that has 
rather a simple answer. All that 
is necessary is such a case is to 
recognize that, having lost the 
“feel” of the car, it will be neces- 
sary to pay correspondingly 
greater attention to the speed- 
ometer. Its recording under the 
circumstances may seem _ inac- 
curate, but the odds are greatly 
against this possibility. The great- 
er the seeming inaccuracy, the 
more obvious it should be to the 
-driver that his sense of speed 
judgment has been seriously im- 
paired,

South promptly 
threw him in by leading the heart 
ten, and now West had to return 
a spade from his K-2. 

The two-trick penalty was 
cheap enough in view of. North’s 


bidding, but West would have 


earned another trick if he had 
exited in spades, instead of start- 
ing the heart suit.

OME of our most striking 
stories about serpents, lizards, 


_™ turtles, arachnids, and insects 


are folk beliefs rather than tall 
tales. But there is often an inti- 
mate relation between the super- 
stition and the windy story. 

The legend of the hoop snake, 
for instance, is common in the 
Ozark country. Nearly all old- 
timers believe that a certain kind 
of snake puts its tail in its mouth 
and rolls hoop fashion through 
the hills, They also believe that 
the hoop snake has a deadly sting 
iin its tail. 

Many old settlers tell of a man 
driving an oxcart through the 
hills, when. a hoop snake came 
rolling down the trail and plunged 
its stinger into the wagon-tongue. 
The driver killed the snake with 
his revolver, but the poison re- 
mained in the wood. 

A short time later the oxen 
seemed to be pulling very hard, 
but makiing little progress. The 
wagon-tongue had. swollen till it 
was as big as a barrei, and the 
swelling had spread to the axle, 
which was so distended that the 
wheels could not turn.

URING the first World War, 

when black walnut was very 

valuable and men came through 
the Ozarks buying every good 
walnut tree they could find, the 
boys in Howell county, Missouri, 
conceived a great idea. 

All they had to do, according 
to these enthusiasts, was to cap- 
ture a couple of hoop snakes and 
train them to bite walnut logs.

Small Turkey 
Is No Longer 


Scrawny Bird 
By Edith M. Barber 


OR your Sunday dinner, for a 

party meal or just for the fam- 

ily, a small turkey is a good 
choice. Once upon a time small 
turkeys were scrawny birds. Now 
they are specially bred and sup- 
ply a goodly amount of meat in 
comparisor with the bone. 

Recently I purchased a com- 
pletely dressed bird that weighed 
five pounds. As it was wrapped 
in pliofilm, it was absolutely clean 
inside and out. There wasn’t a 
pinfeather! The giblets and the 
neck were wrapped separately and 
inside the carcass. A _ well-sea- 
soned bread stuffing went into 
the cavity, and the turkey was 
roasted at a low temperature. In 
less than two hours the skin was 
crisp and the joints tender. 
Although the breast meat was 
very heavy, as were the legs, 
there was no red juice when a 
fork was used to test this at the 
joint lines. The liver Was put 
into the roasting pan to cook for 
about 15 minutes at the end of 
baking time. The neck and the 
giblets were cooked in salted wa- 
ter and there was plenty of rich 
stock for the gravy. 


The turkey served four persons 
with second helpings for two of 
them at one meal. There was 
enough left to cut in large dice 
to combine with the remaining 
gravy and a little extra sauce to 
use on a bed of cooked thin 
spaghetti for Turkey Tetrazzini, 
with liberal servings for four. 
Shallow individual au gratin dish- 
es were used for the service. You 
may be interested to know that 
the turkey cost $3.85. These 
dressed birds are naturally more 
expensive by the pound, but they 
are worthwhile to buy. 


Roast Young Turkey. 


Rub bird inside and out with 
salt and pepper. Stuff with well- 
seasoned bread stuffing. Truss. 
‘Place on rack, in shallow roasting 
pan, breast side up, and spread 
liberally with softened fat. Roast 
uncovered in a slow oven (325 de- 
grees F.) until well browned and 
tender. Baste often with fat from 
pan and with extra fat. 

urkey Tetrazzini. 

Two to three cups diced cold 
turkey meat and giblets, three 
cups gyavy and cream sauce, 
one-half package thin spaghetti 
or melted butter or marga- 

e. 
Combine turkey meat with 
gravy and sauce, which should be 
thinner than the usual cream 
sauce.’ Arrange drained, cooked 
spaghetti in four individual au- 


gratin dishes. Drench with melted, 


butter or margarine and cover 
with the turkey mixture. Bake in 
hot oven (450 degrees F.) until 
sauce bubbles. Sliced cheese may 
be arranged over the turkey mix- 
ture’ before baking, if desired. 
Yield: Four servings. 


_ Tasty Tricks 


—- 
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OTHERS would avoid many 
M wrorries about new babies if 
they were better acquainted 
with their ways. It is not at all 
uncommon for a baby under 3 or 
4 months of age, to look quite 
cross-eyed, at times. It is just as 
common for young mothers to be 
extremely fearful of this behavior. 
It comes about because of the 
baby’s inability to focus his eyes 
on an object. In his efforts to do 
so his eyes go haywire. As the 
many muscles around the eyes 
grow stronger, he will acquire this 
capacity to focus and within the 
first six months he will be able 
to direct his eyes where he 
wishes, without any wandering. 
The baby’s tendency to jump, 
his hands to fly out and maybe to 
cry when loud sounds fall on his 
ears, or a strange person comes 
swiftly into view, is always de- 
scribed by his mother as “nervous- 
ness.” She is sure she has a nerv- 
ous baby, when on the contrary, 
this behavior is typical of all 


babies.

CHIEFLY what the conduct de- 
notes is “fear.” Babies do feel 
fear at loud sounds until they get 
more immune to them and realize

that they mean no harm to them. 
So just at first they jump with 
fright, and as they jump their 
hands fly out. Just baby behavior. 

Also, a a baby is fearful when 
a stranger approaches quickly, and 
maybe at the same time, addresses 
him with a loud voice. This star- 
tles the baby and he acts as be- 
fore. 

Not all babies, of course, be- 


cause some of them merely look. 


apprehensive, while the more sen- 
sitive ones will cry. It is well, in 
order not to frighten a young 
baby, to approach him slowly and 
speak to him with soft, sweet 
sounds instead of loud and hearty 
ones. 

A baby is a strange creature to 
his young mother and she is wont 
to interpret his conduct as she 
would that same behavior in an 
adult. This is unfair to the baby. 

If he is cross-eyed—and some 
are—then this condition will per- 
sist into the second year and ob- 
viously demands attention. But his 
startled jumps and cries will be 
outgrown as he feels confidence 
in those around him and becomes 
less fearful of loud sounds and 
loud strangers.
